FIGHTING IS EXTRAORDIN- 


LONDON, June 11—From the wooded region of southwest Russia to the Roumanian frontier, the 
Russians are keeping up their tremendous offensive against the Austro-Hungarians, who have been rein- 
forced on several sectors by Germans. The advance of the Russians, under General Brusiloff, is notable 


for the large number of prisoners taken and the enormous cap 


tures of guns, machine guns, ammunition 


and other war stores, In the week that has elapsed since they first threw their attacks against the Aus- 
trians, the Russians report that they have captured approximately 108,000 officers and men, and forced 


back the organized lines of their antagonists from the region of the Volhynian fortress triangle to Rou- | 


mania, 


Having previously captured Lutsk, the Russians have now retaken Dubno, the seeond of the fort- 
resses in the Volhynian triangle, held by the Austrians, and are pressing the retreating Austrians west- 


ward. In Galicia and Bukowina progress also has been made by the Russians. ; ght 
The Austrians all along the battle front ave putting up a stubborn resistance, especially cast of Kolki, 


lying to the north of Lutsk, where they have forced back Russian advanced elements across the Styr riv- 
er, and in the region of Torgovitsy, on the Styr south of Lutsk, where a sanguinary battle is in progress, 

In the fighting yesterday on the front of Volhynia and Galicia, says the Russian official statement, 
the Russians took 400 officers and 35,000 men. They #so captured thirty guns and an enormous quantity 
of booty. The statement adds that the army of General Techitukyn alone, operating in the direction of 
Czernowitz, Bukowina, overwhelmed the Austro-Humgarians and took 18,000 prisoners, 


The text of the Russian official 
statement, issued Sunday evening, fol- 
lows: 

“Our offensive in Volhynia, Galicia 
and Bukowina obtained fresh succes- 
ses yesterday. The enemy armies con- 
tinue to suffer enormous losses in 
prisoners alone, 

“The fierce attacks of our troops 
are throwing into our hands thousands 
upon thousands of prisoners and booty 
of all kinds, the exact estimation of 
which is as yet impossible, 

lor instance, in a single sector on 
the enemy front we captured 21 
searchlights, two convoys, 29 fleld 
kitchens, 47 trains of machine guns, 
12,000 poods of barbed wire (a pood is, 
equivalent to 36° pounds), 1,000 cone 
erete planks, 7,000,000 cibes of con< 
crete, 10,000 poods of coal, enormous 
depots of ammunition, and quantities 
of arms and other material, 

“In another sector we captured 30,- 
000 rifle cartridges, 300 boxes of ma- 
chine gun catridges, 200 boxes of hand 
grenades, 1,000 usable rifles, four ma- 
chine guns, 2 range findersanda Nor- 
ton portable pump for the extraction 
of drinking water. 

“The capture of such enormous war 
materials, prepared by the enemy for 
rious operations, afford proof of 
how opportune was our coup against 
the enemy. 

“During yesterday's fighting we took 
as prisoners one general, 409 officers 
and $6,100 soldiers, We also captur- 
ed 30 guns, 13 machine guns and five 
bomb throwers, ‘This makes the total 
trophies in the recent operations one 
veneral, 1,649 officers and more than 
108,000 soldiers and 124 guns, 180 ma-

"Despite the enemy's desperate Te- 
sistance, his violent flank and curtain 
nre, togeiner with the explosion of 
mines, General Techitsky's troops 
captured an enemy position south of 
Dobronoytze, 20 versts northeast of 
Czernowitz (Bukowina),. In this 
region alone we took as prisoners one 
general, $47 officers and 18,000 men, 
and captured ten guns at the time this 
report is despatched prisoners are still 
coming in, . 

Austrians Are Routed. 

“Southeast of Zaleszezyki, by an 
energetic coup we overthrew the 
enemy, who retreated, The enemy 
blew up the Yourkoutz railway sto- 
tion, Turkoman cavalry charged the 
retreating enemy and turned his re- 
treat into disorderly rout. 

“In attempt to save the situation, 
the enemy at many places made furi- 


ous counter attacks, Among others, 
at dawn Saturda in the region of

HUGHES AND 
FAIRBANKS 
ARE CHOSEN 


Will Lead Republicans—Roose- 
velt and Parker Chosen For 
Progressives 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CHICAGO, June 11,—Yosterday 
Charles Evans Hughes and Charles 
Warren Fairbanks were nominated 
for president and vice-president by 
the Republican National convention 
on the third ballot, Theodore Roose- 
velt Was nominated by acclamation for 
president and John M, Parker, of 
Louisiana, for vice-president by the 
Progressives, Hughes accepted the 
Republiqan nomination, giving out a 
statement in which he made, clear his 
position in national and intérdational 
affairs, 

Justice Hughes, in his telegram of 
acceptance, attacked the Wilson ad- 
ministration, especially the foreign 
policy and particularly Mexico, Touch- 
ing on the hyphen, Justice Hughes in 
his telegram said: 

“IT stand for an Americanism that 
knows no ulterior purpose; for a pa- 
sriotism that is single and complete. 
Whether native or naturalized, of 
whatever race or creed, we have but 
one course and we do not for an in- 
stant tolerate any division of alleg- 
iunee,.”” 

Col, Roosevelt sent a tentative do- 
clination of the nomination, with the 
understanding that it was to stand if 
Hughes turned out to be sound on the 
issues of Americanism and prepared- 
ress and that if Hughes turned out to 
be “pacifistic, pussy-footed or  pro- 
German,” he would make the race as 
the Progressive candidate, 

The Republican and Progressive 
parties have been united, according to 
the calm, sober judgment of the Pro- 
gressive leaders, who, although disap- 
pointed that their idol, Theodore 
P.oosevelt, was not accepted by the 
Republicans, are prepared to follow 
the advice of their leader and work for 
the defeat of President Wilson 
through the medium of one opopsition 
ticket, 

The Progressive welegates, who, 
through four tumultous days gave an 
exhibition of loyalty and devotion to 
their leader, left for their homes last 
night still shouting for “Teddy,” but 
convinced in their hearts Roosevelt 
will not accept the Progressive nomin- 
ation and will ask his supporters t 
get behind tha Republican candidate, 

Everywhere among Republican polt- 
ticians appears to be a disposition to 
believe that Col, Roosevelt will give 
his support to the Hughes-Fairbanks

OTTAWA, June 11.—The following 
communication has been received 
from the Canadian general headquar- 
ters at the front; 

Canadian Corps Headquarters = in 
France, via London, June 11,—During 
the first week of the month heavy 
flighting occurred on the Canadian 
front, Early in the morning of June 
2 the enemy opened a tremendous 
bombardment opposite the area of our 
left division, he weight of fire was 
sveater than any hitherto experienced 
by the Canadian troops, and, in spite 
of the retallation of our artillery, con- 
tinued in steadily Increasing volume 
for four hours, 

The front and support trenches 
were severely damaged and in many 
places obliterated, Entaglements wero 
destroyed, The smoke and fumes of 
thousands of bursting shells, high ex- 
plosives, gas and tear producing, hung 
heavily in the air, and rendered obser- 
vation almost impossible, 

Both Were Wounded 

Major-Gen, M. 8. Mercer, C.B., and 
Brig.-Gen, V. A. 8. Willlams had ar- 
ranged to inspect certain front works 
on this morning. These generals were 
caught in the bombardment and un- 
fortunately both are missing, It 4 
reported that when last seen Gen, 
Mercer had been struck on the head 
by a flying sand bag and Gen, Wil- 
liams wounded in the face, 

All along the Jiné our troops clung 
to their shattered trenches with the 
greatest gallantry. When the bom- 
bardment ceased the enemy advanced 
and everywhere encountered desperate 
rsistance, At various points there was 
fierce hand-to-hand fighting. Officets 
and men rivalled each other in hero- 
ism. Our losses wére heavy, but the 
Germans paid a, high price for every 
captured trench, 

Lost Ground Recovered, 

Local counter attacks were quickiy 
organized, As a result some of the 
lost ground was recovered and a new 
line established, 

The following mofning an organiza! 
counter attack still further improved 
our positions, 

In order to take part in this opera- 
tion, some of our battalions were ob- 
liged to move across the open under 
intense shell fire and through heavy 
barrages, Nowhere did the line 


waver, Jaich battalion advanced and 
carried through its appointed = task 
with splendid dash and unflinching 


determination, 

Since then sections of our defences 
have been subjected at intervals to 
heavy bombardments, At one or two 
points the enemy has attempted to at- 
tack, but in each case has been re- 
pulsed with loss,

What President Wilson wants is 
the suppression of lawlessness in 
Northern Mexico, What Carranza 
wants is the adhesion of the law- 


less element. 


President Wilson enuneiates the 
principles of political economy in 
a way that does credit to his at- 
tainments as a scholar and a rhe- 
torician. His troubles at home 
and abroad come mostly from the 
fact that the world is not govern- 
ed by political economy. 


Whatever it may signify, there 
is quite a‘ difference between the 
language in which a year or so ago 
German soldiers were admonished 
to ‘‘be Huns’? in the process of 
subjecting the world and the lan- 
guage in which German _ officials 
and newspapers are now pro¢laim- 
ing that the Allies are the aggres- 
sors in a war for the subjugation 
of Germany. 


One result of the North Sea 
battle is that the high seas fleet 
will be in the repair shop during 
the season when it might otherwise 
be bombarding the Russian posi- 
tions onthe Baltic coast. Those 
who have been claiming that the 
British were saving themselves 
and leaving their Allies to do the 
hevay fighting are due to take 
note of this fact. There is nothing 
in the situation to suggest that it 


Was necessary to the safety of 
England itself that the British 
fleet should have gone into the 


enemy's waters to fight a costly 
engagement at a disadvantage, 
The British commanders, it is fair 
to assume, had the Russian posi- 
tion at Riga in mind when they re- 
solved to try to cripple the 
enemy's fleet under most unfavor- 
able conditions. 


Taken together our four civic 
utilities have a combined deficit of 
over six hundred thousand dollars, 
The situation is really less satisfac- 
tory than that.

surplus of the eleetrie light and 
power department is not being pil- 
ed up to offset finaneially the 
losses of the other utilities. ‘To do 
that would be to ‘‘soak’’ the users 
of electric light and power for 
losses on the other services, Pre- 
sumably the surplus of the electric 
light and power department is be- 
ing piled up for purposes of that 
department alone, either to re- 
place worn-out equipment or te 
buy equipment for new extensions. 
To divert its surplus to make up a 
loss in another department would 
be a misuse of funds. There is no 
advantage in doing on paper what 
could not be done in fact. Each 
utility must stand by itself, and on 
its own feet, That one is paying 
its way does not affect the fact 
that another isJosing money. In- 
stead of segregating all the utili- 
ties, in making a study of the 
financial position, they should be 
separated and dealt with individu. 
ally, And taken this way the 
fact is that three of them are be- 
hind-hand more than three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars. How to 
get each of these on its feet is a 
problem. And there is no advan- 
tage in disguising the fact by as- 
sociating them in thought with a 
totally distinct and separate enter- 
prise that is accumulating a sur- 
plus on its own operation and for 
its own use,

On the twentieth of this month 
the tax-payers of the city are be- 
ing asked to approve two money 
by-laws, aggregating two million 
six hundred thousand dollars, The 
passing of these by-laws is neces- 
sary if the city isto take advan- 
tage of the power obtained at the 
recent session of the Legislature to 
issue short-term debentures 
against the arrears of taxes for 
1914 and 1915, For arrears of 
previous years a tax sale is to he 
held this fall. The debentures, it 
is proposed, shall fall due 


be held until that time, The 
money is not required for future 
needs, but for present liabilities, 
Last year the city was unable to 
pay the School Board the propor- 
tion of the year’s taxes due it, and 
the board was obliged to borrow 
for the year’s outlay. This year 
the city is paying over the School 
Board's share, but is borrowing 
the money, ‘The proceeds of the 
debentures, it is understood, would 
enable the city to square its ae- 
count at the bank, including the 
amount owing by the School 
Board, and would make it possible 
to finance through the next two 
years with the proportion of the 
tax levies which may be expected 
tocomein. Issuing the deben- 
tures is, of course, borrowing 
money to pay a debt, but it is the 
only power the Legislature was 
willing to grant the city. The al- 
ternative for the tax-payers is 
therefore plain and simple, — It is 
to use the means available, or to let 
things take their course—what- 
ever that may be, Just what it 
would be there is a large measure 
of uncertainty. But it seems en- 
tirely likely that it would be some 
course far less pleasant to the in- 
dividual tax-payer and far less 
helpful to the city’s credit, — Tt is 
not likely that we can go on bor: 
rowing as a floating debt for 
schools and other purposes inde- 
finitely. In fact it is quite likely 
that we cannot. If that is the

‘‘or impaired by any neglect, omis- 
‘*sion or error of any officer of the 
‘city. ‘The production of a copy 
‘of so much of the roll as relates 
‘*to the taxes payable by any per- 
‘*son in the city certified as a true 
‘*eopy by the assessor shall be con- 
“elusive evidence of the debt.’’ 
Needless to say, the issuing of 
writs and the starting of suits 
agaiast the owners of all property 
in arrears in respect of these two 
years’ taxes would be a means 
anything but plesaing to the in- 
dividuals concerned, not at all 
helpful to the city’s standing, and 
one which the city council would 
be loath to adopt. But unless the 
debentures are authorized — the 
bank—by simply refusing to make 
further advances—would seem to 
have the power to foree the coun- 
cil to either do this or to close the 
schools and shut down all other 
non - revenue - producing services, 
It might be that the bank would 
not exercise this power in an arbi- 
trary manner, but it is hardly fair 
to expect a bank to continue to 
make advances indefinitely to a 
client who refuses to convert ad- 
vances already made into negoti- 
able paper. The course of safety 
is plainly to approve the by-laws.

To the Bulletin: Could you tell me 
at what point on a three-horse everer 
shall I put the clevis so that the one 
horse will be pulling exactly one- 
quarter of the load, the other two 
pulling three-eights apiece?

It will depend on the length of the 
evener, If one horse pulls one-fourth 
of load the other two will pull three- 
fourths, Therefore, the centre clevis 
hole should be one-fourth the distance 
between the two outside holes, The 
light horse should be given the “long 
end" of the evener.

Colossus of Rhodes 

To the Bulletin: Will you kindly 


tell me what the Colossus was; where 
it was built and in what year it was 
built? D.F., Stettler. 
Colossus, in antiquity a term applied 
generally to statues of great size 
(hence the adjective “colossal’) and 
in particular to the bronze statue of 
the sun-god Helios in Rhodes, one of 
the wonders of the world, made from 
the spoils left by Demetrius Polioretes 
when he raised the siege of the city. 
The sculptor was Chares, a native of 
Lindus, and of the school of Lysippus, 
under whore influence the art of sculp- 
ture was led to the production of col- 
ossal figures by preference. The work 
occupied him twelve years, it is said, 
and the finished statue stood 70 cubits 
high . It stood near the harbor but 
at what point is not certain. When, 
and from what ground, the belief 
arose that it had stood across the en- 
trance to the harbor, with a beacon 
light in its hand and ships passing be- 
tween its legs, is not known, but the 
belief was current as early as the 2nd 
century, The statue was thrown down 
by an earthquake about the year 224 
B.C.; then, after being broken for 
nearly 1000 years the pieces were 
bought by a Jew from the Sarcens, 
and probably reconverted into instru- 
ments of war. Other Greek Colossi 
were the Apollo of Calainus; the Zeus 
and Hercules of Lysippus; the Zeus 
at Olympia; the Athera in the Par- 
thenon, and the Athera Promaehos on 
the Aeropolis—all the work of Phei- 
dias. The best known Roman Colossi 
are a statue of Jupiter in the Capitol; 
a bronze statue in’ the Palatine li- 
brary, and the Colossus of Nero in the 
vestibule of his Golden House, after- 
wards removed by Hadrian to the 
north of the Colosseum, where the 
basement upon which it stood is still 
visible.

The sinking of a German battleship 
in the Baltic by a British submarine 
was officially announced in the House 
July 21, 1915, It was stated at the 
time that the ship was believed to 
have been the Pommern, but this was 
promptly denied by the German goy- 
ernment. Following the Jutland bat- 
tle the German admiralty issued a 
statement denying that the Pommern 
sunk was a new ship. 

Harbor of Battered Warships 

Amsterdam, via London, June 10.— 
A traveller arriving from Germany is 
quoted by the Telegraaf as saying that 
the harbor at Hamburg is full of bat- 
tered warships, including the Seydlitz, 
whose afterpart was torn away, The 
majority of her crew was lost. 

London, June 10.—According to the 
official list the casualties in the Jut- 
land battle included 1,064 men on the 
British cruiser Indefatigable and 786 
men on the Black Prince. 

London, June 10,—The report that 
the German battle cruiser Derfflinger 
had been sunk is reiterated in an Am- 
sterdam dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company. It says that 
travellers arriving in Amsterdam from 
Berlin say they were told in Germany 
that the Derfflinger sank after the 
North Sea battle while being towed to 
Wilhelmshaven. 

The British admiralty announced 
the Derfflinger was believed to have 
been sunk, but the loss of this warship 
was denied by the German admiralty. 


The New Frightfulness, 
From the London Daily News. 

To some extent the new frightful- 
ness, like the old, will work its own re- 
medy automatically. It will stimu- 
late the Admiralty to that renewed 
sweeping of the seas which was so re- 
markably successful against the older 
type of submarine, There is no eyi- 
dence that the newer type are im- 
mune from the methods then employ- 
ed; on the contrary, it is certain that 
they are not, It may momentarily 
terrorise a certain amount of neutral 
shipping from the sea; but the neutral 
peoples are very unlikely to acquiesce 
for any but the briefest period in such 
a curtailment of their liberties.

‘round championship trophy was pro- 


vided.

Intil the last week or so the compe- 
tition for this was conducted without 
any difficulties, but the departure of 
the battalions to Sarcee camp some- 
what disarranged some of the compe- 
titions. However, they will be con- 
tinued in the south and the general 
scheme outlined carried out.

Pr Without Supplies. 

When we had started from Fort 
MePhersoa, we expected to eontinue 
during a second year if we were un- 
able to do the Whole journey in one 
year; but when summer came we had 
far too little in the way of ammuai- 
tion and provisions to make another 
attempt with se large a party of 
Kskimios, 1 therefore suggested that 
one or two Eskimos only should ae- 
compony me in the mission boat,’in 
another effort, while the others of our 
party returned to where they could 
get supplies, This, however, did aot 
commend itself to the Eskimos who 
thought that we all ought to return 
for more ammunition, ete, before 
proceeding eastward again. We con- 
sequently decided to Ko back to Cape 
Bathurst, replenish our supplies, and 
then commence again, 

That year of 1918, when Stefans- 
son's ship——The Karluk—was lost, the 
Arctic Ocean was so choked with ice 
that we were without supplies, The 
Vessel carrying the mission supplies, 


the schooner Slvira,’ was wrecked 
and ,went to the bottom, taking our 
sorely needed provisions with her, 


After exciting encounters with the ice 
our little sailing boat reached Cape 
Bathurst, but we knew that no big 
ships could mavigate those ice-choked 
seas to bring »provisions to -us* there, 


It was, therefore, essential that we 
move still further westward to some 
good fishing place, where we gould 


procure fish in sufficient quantities to 
to tide us over the coming winter. We 
set sail, therefore, for the mouth of 
the Mackenzie river, where we kaew 
the people and the country, and hoped 


to be there {n time to store up the 
needed supply of tish, 
Providence seemed against us, for 


before we were able to surmount the 
tlmost insuperable obstacles to navi- 
Bation and get to the Mskimo village, 


“Kitigagjuib,” at the mouth of the 
eastern-most branch of the Mac- 
Kenzie Delta, winter was upon us. 


When we did arrive 1 saw Mr, Youngs, 
a fellow missionary, who had run out 
of provisions alse nd who had left 
his station tn ord to get supplies 
from ships supposed to have been at 


Herschell Island, but «which did not 
arrive, Here the. Eakimos of my 
party separated to hunt for  them- 


selves, and get whut ‘fish they could. 
Mr. Young and myself “batched” 
together fora few months, We killed 
most of our dogs, and vy oursedves 
ite the fish that had been caught dur- 
ing the summer tor his dogs, This fish 
was decidedly “high,” and would have 
been termed rotten by anybody but an 
Eskimo, but Oup only complaint was 
that we could not get sufficient of it.

About the year 1000, A.D., 
fanity was brought to Greenland and 
from that time onward we have re- 
cords of the colony not only in 
sagas and annals Of Iceland, but also

Stefansson, makes them the descend- 
ants of “Eric the Red,” and of the 
Scandinavians who first colonized 
Greenland, My personal opinion does 
not tally with that of Mr. Stefansson

Two generations ago, Franklin's
